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[0021] In one example, a 6500mAh, NiMH D-cell battery manufactured by Panasonic was charged 
according to one embodiment of the present invention. Referring to Figure 1 showing a graph 10 of 
a temperature versus charge amount , two distinctive phases are generally present during the battery 
charging for several chemistries, representing two distinct levels in the internal resistance of the 
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
